Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 , 8 and 1 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: -said AC/DC 
adapter-- should be corrected as -an AC/DC adapter. Appropriate correction is required. 



2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record issued to Cash (US Patent 5,729,197) and to Letchak et al 
(US Patent 5,661,463) fail to either alone or combine to suggest a system and its method for use 
in association with a subscriber premise and a wireless network, an apparatus for interconnecting 
a plurality of communications medium, wherein a controller can couple and de-couple the 
plurality of communciation mediums to a communication system within the subscriber premise, 
involving at least one public service telephone network line and at least one non-public service 
telephone network line in such a manner that, including a detector for detecting the power loss to 
at least one non-public service telephone line and, in response to that detecting, using a relay 
device to connect the non-public service telephone line to at least one public service telephone

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line; and further comprising a backup power supply with a controller for controlling backup 
power supply temperature and provide an AC/DC adapter to charge the backup poer supply as 
long as a temperature sensing circuit and a voltage measuring circuit for controlling and 
monitoring the temperature and the voltage, respectively, of the backup power supply source as 
recited in claims 1, 8, and 15.
